decent regard for the safety of life might 
have rendered imp ossible, or at least remotely 
p robable. 
It was claimed for the theater

class entertainments, and its p rop rietors and 
managers worn a bio to boast that its stage 
would 
amp ly 
accommodate

tion of a sp ectacular p iny ; y et when through 
carelessness or tie imp erfection of the gas 
and scenic arrangements the building took 
fire the occup ants of the gallery were com­ 
p elled to seek escap e by means of a singlo 
exit comp rising a stairway not sufll iently 
wide for three p ersons to walk abreast. 
There could be only one result of an attemp t 
by a p anic stricken crowd to force itself 
through this channel into tho op en air. and 
that w*as'r< ached immediately . 
It ought not 
to be difficult to locate tho criminal resp onsi­ 
bility for failure to p rovide adeq uate means 
o* exit from the p lace, but already the blame 
is being shifted from the shoulders of one 
to another, and it would not bo surp rising if 
ill tho guilty p ersons should ultimately suc­ 
ceed in evading the conseq uences of their 
neglect. 
The victims by Hie burning of the theatre 
were mostly working p eop le. 
As soon as tho 
flames were extinguished a largo force of 
men began searching for bodies. 
Tho stair­ 
way leading to tha gallery was literally 
p acked with bodies, while at tho head of the 
stairs there w ere scores of others, p il ;d one on 
top of tho other. 
The unfortunate victims 
had rushed to the door when tho alarm was 
given, but found tho stairway blocked and 
all means of escap e cut off. 
In a short time 
tho flames had reached them, and they 
suffered a horrible death. 
It has been ascertained that there were 2J0 
p ersons occup y ing seats in tho gallery , and of 
these ’.Off lost their lives. 
The search for 
bodies still goes on. 
It is very p robable that 
the total number of deaths w ill never bo as­ 
certained, owing to tho fact that many of the 
Inxlies were comp letely calcined, 
Two stalls 
of a stable belonging to a hotel adjacent to 
the theatre are filled with remains that it is 
imp ossible to identify . 
The construction of the gallery stairca-ie 
accounts for the great loss of life among tho 
gallery p eop le. 
Half way down tho flight 
there was a sharp angle. 
The first p ersons 
who left the gallery got past this safely , but 
several of those who followed were thrown 
down and jammed 
into the angle and were 
unable to extricate themselves, owing to the 
pressure from behind. 
The staircase at this 
point was thus effectually blocked, and there 
was no other means of escapa 
A scene-shifter says the fire originated 
among some gauze, which in some way be­ 
came ignited. 
The flames spread to the 
scenery, of which the stage was unusually 
full, owing to the preparations in progress for 
the production of a pantomime. 
QThere were pitiful scenes in the vicinity of 
the burned theatre 
Tuesday morning as 
friends and relatives of supposed victims 
awaited the recovery of the bodies. In many 
cases fathers and mothers both perished, and 
numerous children are thus left without 
means of support* 
Several of the bodies 
were burned so that only a small cinder re­ 
mained. The total loss of life is expected to 
reach 140t 
The enormity of the calamity has had an 
appalling effect upon the public, and the oc­ 
currence supersedes all others as a theme of 
conversation 
The London theatres have 
suffered a marked decrease of receipts, and 
it will be some time before the more timid 
theatre-goers will venture to resume their 
habit of visiting crowded play houses. 
None of the blackened and charred corpses 
that are still lying side by side in the stall 
near the ruins of the theater have yet been 
identified, and it is likely that nearly all of 
them will be buried as strangers, possibly by 
persons who knew them intimately in lifci 
but who are unable to distinguish a semblance 
of their former friends in the revolting trunks 
and fragments of flesh that escaped the fury

What a re my duties toward the 
United States pending my naturalization, 
and what are tho duties of the United States 
toward me during the sarno time? What 
were the pe'tiliar doctrines of the Druids? 
Which is proper to say, “ sweat” or “ i>er- 
spir*? ’’ 
What is the most past or perfect 
tense of sweat? Would you adv ise a young 
man, 47 years of age, to begin the study of 
fifteen ball pool? What is the peculiarity of 
classical music, and how can one distinguish 
it? What do you think of my hand writing? 
T r u t h K e e k e r . 
Naturalization, according to Theodore 1). 
Woolsey, who has practiced it for years, 
takes place when an alien transfers the a lle ­ 
giance from the country of his origin and the 
sov ereign of the same to another country and 
sov ereign. 
Your best method for becoming 
naturalized in the state of New Jersey would 
be to write to Her Most Gracious Mujosty, 
Queen of Great Britain, Empress of India, 
General Assistant Parent to His Royal Buhl 
ness the Prince of Wales, and Leading Regina 
of the Known World, asking her to return 
your letters and henceforth to regard you 
only as a friend. 
Naturalization may be partial or complete 
and may be detected by any one who is a 
close observ er. 
Naturalization is most likely 
to attack those who hav e formerly been aliens 
and “ allowed it to get tho, upper hand of 
them.” Under the constitution of the United 
States no naturalized citizen can l>o president, 
and a great many who hav e not lmd any diffi­ 
culty of that kind find that this industry is 
ov ercrowded. So if you coino to this country 
with a burning desire to obtain employment 
as president, you had better giv e it up. 
We 
nev er elect a man who has been an alien and 
who is liable to hav e it break out on him 
again whenev er the sun gets v ery hot. 
We 
hav e made it a rule for years, if possible, 
to elect a thick set, self made American 
citizen to the presidency, and then w-e feel 
free to go and board with him and make 
suggestions to him and tread frosted cake 
into his body Brussels carpet. 
Your duty toward the United States, pend­ 
ing your naturalization, would be to write 
home as often as possible, referring to the 
great blessings of American freedom and 
showing the poor, oppressed foreigner how 
much quicker and easier ho can get his op­ 
pressing done here than elsewhere. 
The d uty of th' Un ited States toward you 
in tho mean time L to \ rotect you from 
foreign in vasion an d throw our n avy aroun d 
you so that you may go to bod every n ight 
without fear of in vasion , l'or n o foreign 
power would so fur forget what is d ue to the 
aged or helpless as to attack our n avy. 
Ko 
you would be always safe, an d if you took 
plen ty of. exorcise an d d id n ot get your feet 
wet w hile bein g n aturalized you would make 
a good citizen an d en joy good health. 
The 
d uty of the Un ited States toward an un ­ 
n aturalized citizen is quite plain , but n ot irk 
some. 
The Un ited States, as a republic, n ever 
allows its obligation toward the offsprin g of 
a mon archy t>> prey on it. 
So, if you wish to 
como forward an d repen t an d be n atiualized 
you will always fin d the Un ited States really 
to treat you white. 
I d o not kn ow much about the Druid s. 
Our folks were mostly Whigs an d Episco­ 
palians. The Druid s, as near us 1 can learn , 
were a kin d of open air sect, who worshiped 
a sylvan god , ate watermelons d urin g d og 
days an d regretted it till the groun d froze up. 
They were the first religious organization to 
introduce the custom of borrowing mon ey in 
this world with tho understanding that it 
was to be paid in the next.

old woodsm a n replied: “ Me tell ’em Mr. 
Florence put ’em up a nd they not com e 
dow n unless Mr. Florence sa y so .” Aga in 
Mr. Florence looked up a t the flags, and 
it suddenly flashed a cross his m ind that 
tho objection la y in the fa ct tha t the pole 
for the Am erica n fla g w a s a bout ten feet 
higher tha n the one on w hich the English 
banner wa s displayed, and tha t in this 
difference between the poles had la in the 
objection ot‘ his cha nce v isitors.
